Taking Cordon’ S Body From the Capitol To the Presbyterian Church—In the Circle Are Shown Mrs. Cordon and Members of the Family 


in the life of General Gordon has passed into history to em- 

blazon its brightest pages; the aftermath of the sorrow which 
is the nation’s share and Georgia’s own, reached flood tide when 
yesterday thousands marched in the funeral procession of this gal- 
jant warrior, while other thousands watched with bowed, uncovered 
head the greatest cortege in the annals of the state. 

The ringing call to arms, the daring charge, the “rebel yell’— 
these all are gone and yesterday but sobbing marked the one-time 
cheers while at this time of writing there are only the voiceless voices 
of other countless thousands who mourn crying out into the night 
where rests in Oakland cemetery all that is mortal of the con- 
federate-union hero, John B. Gordon. 

It was a memorable day. The exercises at. the state capitol 
bought out through the efforts of accomplished orators the re- 
ynarkable accomplishments of Gordon, the statesman and soldier. 
‘she services at the church dealt more particularly with Gordon, 
the man. But in both the eulogies of the spiritual and official life 
of Georgia’s beloved son, the personal element was present to a re- 
markable degree. 

The uniforms of the men of the long column include the gray 
of the army of the old confederacy, the blue of the army of the 
union and the plain citizens’ clothes of black that mark the rank 
and file of the army of peace. From blue to gray to black to blue to 
gray to black again, the approach of this marching host of sorrow 
is heralded by the sounds of martial music muffled until the very 
roll of the drums seems to catch the note of mourning. 

Slowly and with measured tread the long procession of a grief- 
stricken people advances on its way. There comes the squad of

mounted police, the cavalry that marks the absence of war, making | 


wide enough the pathway amidst the whiting watching crowds for 
the coming brigades of Georgia’s greatest army of mourners. 

A gray cloud of veterans of the confederacy comes directly 
“nto view and then the blue of veterans of the union, rising and giv- 
ing way each to each like transformation scenes from the red battle 
v:ounds of war to the green pastures of perfect peace—making beau- 
iifully true the highest hope of him they honor. 

The bands are playing the “Dirge Dolorosa,” the march of sad- 
ness, which is the music of the column. 

There is a gleam upon the rifles—the arms of war. But the 
guns are silent, having no chance to speak their single message in 
the argument of war when one-time foes march arm in arm in the 
bonds of a reunited friendship that can know no breaking. 

It is an historic drama of national import played upon this 
Atlanta stage which was the home of him they honor. : 

The north, the south, the east, the west, march four abreast 
that all may know thaf the far-flung battle line has been erased in 
the common tie that binds while One union breeze furls both the 
“tars and Bars and the Stars and Stripes, 

There has been the eulogy of great orators, the tributes of those 
most gifted in the walks of life. But the tenderest and most touch- 
ing note in yesterday’s solemn requiem will never be heard. It is 
the divine note of some last self-sacrifice made in honor of a leader 
whom they loved—these old soldiers of his command—as no one 
else may ever know. 

Impossible it is to describe the procession that again moved 
through the capitel yesterday ‘morning. It included old soldiers 
hent with the infirmities of age and ill health, gentlewomen of the 
south, broad-shouldered voung men and young girls wearing the 
red and white of the old confederacy catght up with a little strip of

black to mark the loss of one of its noblest defenders. 

And struggling along in the procession were tiny feet that 
must patter a rapid tattoo upon the hard marble floor to keep their 
position in the slow moving line—the childrén of a second genera- 
tion from him whom they come to honor, perhaps to place some 
single faded flower that like their own little bodies have drooped in 
the long march. 

The procession halts for a single moment. It 1s caused by the 
pause of an old soldier who cannot pass the face of his beloved 
commander as rapidly as the rest. Far over the sleeping figure he 


leans and then moves on. 


It is twilight, and nature is folding in the shades of night the 
beautiful covering With which she puts to sleep a tired and waiting 
world. Far-away church bells toll the “knell of parting day,” when 
there comes to the sleeping army of Oakland a gentlewoman of the 
south. 

The deepening shadows find her still standing there, the brav- 
est of the confederacy who so freely gave her more than life to a 
“Lost Cause” that must ever live on through all eternity in the 
blood of the world’s truest and best who offered themselves a willing 
sacrifice on the altar of honor and beauty. Perhaps she more than 
any other can appreciate all that the day has meant. 

She comes to place a single blossom on the last resting place 
of her general, for the widow’s weeds she wears mark the mourning 
‘ar one of Gordon’s command who never returned from the front. 
And if her eyes are dimmed with tears, are they not the tears of 
rejoicing in having given so much rather than the tears of sorrow in 
the parting?

I would rather con- 
tribute to the support of the families of 
the Chicago anarchists than to contribute 
to a memorial for McKinley.” 

These words, in a conversation, resulted 
in Ballard’s hasty departure from the 
home. He was closely guarded to the 
gate by The authorities, but once outside 
was forced to make a run for his tfe. 

Many old comrades of William McKin- 
ley were among the enraged pursuers and 
they were bent on ending Ballard’s 
career. He was followed first to the office 
of the adjutant, where he breathlessly 
pleaded for his payers and for protec- 
tion. He was given his discharge and a 
file of guards. 

Ballard was a member of a company of 
the Twenty-third Iowa infantry.

ering his casket, the body of the south’s 
martial hero was gently lowered into the 
earth yesterday afternoon at 3:50 o’clock. 

Only the triple salute of the Fifth regi- 
ment of state troops and the presence of 
his wartime comrades reminded the tre- 
mendous throng that the remains of one 
of America’s greatest generals were be- 
ing committed to the dust from whence 
they came—this, and the sadness that 
pervaded every face that looked toward 
the tomb. 


Long before the hearse and the parade 


arrived the walks of Oakland cemetery 
were crowded with people anxious to 
secure points of vantage from which to 
view the ceremony. Every vault held its 
quota, every wall was covered, every tree 
within sight had men and boys in it, and 
around the freshly upturned earth of the 
Grave there was a throng which refused 
to move back at the bidding of the po- 
licemen detailed to Keep a way clear for 
the official members of the funeral 
cortege. 
The Simple Ceremony. 

i The ceremony was simple, as befitted 
the exercises over the remains of one who 
meeds no eulogy to make his fame secure. 
Only a few brief prayers were said, while 
the mourners from every state in the 
eouth stood with heads bared in the bit- 
ter January wind and watched the body 
placed in its receptacle. The family of the 
dead hero walked with sorrowing step 
fo the edge of the grave ‘and took one 
last fond look, and then the clods of that 
earth to which he was returning began to 
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Officials and Patriotic Organizations. 


fall with monotonous sound upon the 
coffin. 

It was the most touching spectacle ever 
geen in Georgia, and the tears of gmy- 
clad veterans who followed the chieftain 
On many a battle field, and the sobs of 
the women who had borne the brunt of 
the desolation that followed the mighty 
struggle will never be forgotten by those 
who witnessed the scene. 

Location of the Grave. 

Among the first to reach the scene were 
the ladies of the Ladies’ Memorial Asso- 
ciation, and they were assigned to pMces 
to the left of the grave, where they 
stood during the proceedings. They were 
dressed in black and wore white and 
black ribbons as badges. The crowd 
made way for them as they came up, and 
although there was much crowding in 
other places these women were given 
plenty of room. 

The grave itself was dug on a lot near 
the confederate monument, on a gently 
sloping part of the grounds, where the 
eyes of the chieftain could see this test!- 
monial to the valor of his men should 
it be standing at that great day when 
the dead shall rise. Of regulation depth 
and size, the walls of the opening were 
cased with wood and over this white 
cloth had been tacked. On this cloth were 
arranged wreafns of Ivy, roses, geraniums 
and hyacinths, mvaking the last resting 
place of the gegjral a veritable ‘bower 
of flowers. The outer case which was to 
hold the casket was made of slate, with 
the edges cemented together, the slate 


| being about an inch thick. At the rim 


of the tomb planks were placed to sus- 
tain those who should handle the body. 
At each end of the square hole stood a 
policeman, A. D. Brannon and Tony 
Linam being the men. 

At the head of thé grave a large square 
of cloth was haid and on this were about 
thirty seats for the family and dis- 
tinguished guests 6f the state and city 
and the pallbearers. Cloth was also laid 
over the mounds of fresh earth at either 
side of the opening, and the whole spot 
resembled one that had been decorated for 
some festal occasion. An immense crowd 
walked up and looked into the grave be- 
fore the funeral cortege arrived, and they 
stood on the cold, wet ground for two 
hours patiently waiting to pay that trib- 
ute of respect to one who Was dear to 
them in life and in death. 

Shortly after 2 o'clock the bell tolled 
its first stroke, and at 2:07 p. m. the de- 
tail of policemen reached the scene. The 
mounted officers came first and those 
on foot followed them., The Sixteenth in- 
fantry band led the parade and shortly 
after the police entered at the Hunter 
street gate of the cemetery the band 
made its appearance and marched to the 
grave, where it took position at the foot 
of the opening and waited for the 4rri- 
val of the other parts of the great parade. 


The soldiers in the Tine of march 4r- 
rived at 2:35 o'clock; after them came 


the carriages containing the ministers 
who were to officiate, accompanied by the 
mounted escort. The pallbearers followed 
in the third and fourth csrriages, and 
then the hearse, drawn by four black

The hearse was decorated in appropriate 
style, the wheels being covered solidly 
with black cloth and other parts being 
trimmed in the same Mminner. 

The funera] car stopped at the right 
of the grave and waited for the family 
to alight from their carriages and take 
their places in the space reserved for 
them. 

Major Hugh Gordon, a son of the gen- 
eral, was the first to enter the enclos- 
ure, he escorting his mother, the widow 
of the general; Burton Smith and wife, 
Major Frank Gordon and wife, and a 
number of the younger members of the 
family came next, and in a few moments 
all were seated. Veterans from Camp 
Walker came next. . They were Messrs. 
Lathrop, Pinion, Ford, McFadden, 
Brooks, Bosworth, Ogletree and Ligon. 
These men acted as pallbearers and low- 
ered the body into the grave. 

Governor Terrell Arrives. 

Governor J. M. Terrell, the visiting 
chief executives and other distinguished 
visitors followed immediately behind the 
government officers, and then came the 
large number of confederate veterans for 
whom places had been reserved. Among 
the first of these to reach the places al- 
lotted them was Genera] Stephen D, Lee, 
who come with General Clement A. 
Evans. Both removed their hats and 
gazed long and tenderly at the spot 
which was to contain all that was mor- 
tal of their departed comrade; then with 
bowed heads they walked slowly back 
among the chief mourners and stood 
while the exercises were being con- 
ducted. 

At 2:45 o’clock the military band play- 
ed the dead march, and the coffin was 
taken from the hearse and brought to 
the edge of the grave by the men from 
Camp Walker. Each of these veterans 
Of the confederacy removed his hat and 
in perfect silence bore the body to the 
tomb which had been prepared for it. 
Not a sound came from the vast assem- 
blage while this was taking place. All 
heads were bared and al] eyes were bent 
upon the ground. On the top of the cas- 
ket was the sword carried by General 
Gordon through the war. Rusty and 
dim with the marks of time and peace, 
it still possessed a. fascination for the 
People who beheld it, and when it was 
removed before the body was lowered, it 
was handled as reverently as though it 
were sacred. A wreath was also on the 
coffin, and a confederate flag was placed 
there by loving hands. The coffin was 
covered with black broad@loth and trim- 
med with heavy silver handles and orna- 
ments. It was severely plain, and was 
in harmony with the entire scheme of 
the funeral, 

“Taps” Are Sounded. 

Immediately after the lowering of the 
body ‘‘taps’’ sounded from the bugle and 
muffled drums beat ‘“‘the soldier’s last 
tattoo.”’ 

Rev. W. G. Woodbridge, pastor of the 
Presbyterian church at Kirkwood, Gen- 
eral Gordon’s home, led in the final pray- 
ers over the grave of the deceased sol- 
dier, and he offered a beautiful invoca- 
tion, asking grace for those who sur- 
vived and the special blessings of Prov- 
idence upon the bereaved family. Chap- 
lain J. William Jones Pollowed with a 
beautiful petition, thanking God for “the 
honors in war and in peace so worthily 
won by the distinguished dead.” 

‘“‘Nearer, My God, to Thee.” 

The hymn, “Nearer, My God to Thee.” 
was played by the band, and the family 
of the dead general were asked to take 
a last look at the corpse. Slowly and 
solemnly they advanced to the grave 
and gazed in at the casket, imbedded in 


) flowers, and then they were led to their 
carriages and took their departure for 
the city. Bowed with unutterable’ grief, 
they provoked the sympathy of al] who 
witnessed the scene and there were few 
dry eyes when they had moved away. 
The family left the spot at 3 o'clock, and 
then al} who cared to do 80 were invited 
to come near and take a look at the 
grave. Probably two thousand of the 
great multitude accepted and filed by 
as rapidly as possible. 

Rev. W. G. Woodbridge pronounced the 
benediction, and the: people began to file 
out toward the streets leading into the 
heart of the city, and the body of the

On 
Saturday last died two men whom ] knew 
—one of them a personal friend, Charles 
Foster, of Ohio, though opposed to him 
in politics; the other, under whom I 
served in the confederate army, John 

Gordon, and whose oheek I washed 
with my canteen of water when he got 
the scar on it which he carried until his 
deatn. 

“That scar was from a fragment of 4 
shell from Torbért’s battery, of the fed- 
eral army, up near the Potomac river 
one afternoon. He was a major general 
then under Jubal Early and I was a pri- 


vate in company A, Twelfth Georgia bat- 
talion, 


Knew Gor.lon as Private. 


“I only knew General Gordon as 2 
private soldier could know a general. Yet, 
boylike, | wag observant of him. Never 
but once did I speak with old ‘Marse’ 
Robert E. lee, God blessed me that 
much in my fruitless life, but several 
times I have spoken to Gordon. Once 
when I tried to turn his horse back in 
battle, and he made me lose the rein, 
though I stood in front of him in hopes 
to stop some bullet that might elsewise 
hurt him; once when I washed his face 
from my canteen of water, and once 
when I was brought before him fur steal- 
ing apples and had my whole shirtbosom 
ful. He could sea well enough in a fight, 
but couldn’t see the bulge of the apples 
1. my shirt front. 

‘These three incidéis I remember well 
—there are others not so prominert. He 
was the most splendid officer I ever saw 
on the battle field—I say ‘splendid’ and 
[I mean it, just as I would say John C. 
Breckinridge was the most ‘superh.’ Of 
course ‘Marse’ Robert Lee classcd by 
himself, for God only made one of him, 
and one’s enough since Christ came. 

“General Breckinridge was the hand- 
somest man I ever saw, either on or off 
a battle field. ‘Marse’ Robert Lee was 
like a mountain peak on which the sweet 
sun rested, but the stars were very near 
to it, and the blue sky bent around it 
beautifully, Gordon was the _ spining 
scimitar which the war-god wielded 
when he cleft his enemies. He dressed 
for battle as others would dress for a 
ball, and when the boys saw his clean 
gantlets and his shining epaulets on him. 
they ate all their rations, lest they should 
die before they had a chance to finish 
them. 

‘““He was sober, discreet and gentle. 
I have seen him walk while a footsore 
private rode his horse. Pure as Sir 
Galaha, knightly as King Arthur, he 
was as brave as Lancelot and gentle as 
the dawn. His face grew white in bat- 
tle, and the scar on his cheek grew rod 
or purple, his eyes blazed and Gordon's 
brigade stood ready to die in their 
tracks. 

“Let one of them pay this little tribute 
to his memory.”’

They were in the wagons of the South- 
ern Express Company, and were almost 
hidden by the profusion of flowers which 


had been placed in the wagons for them. 
These flowers they jealously guarded un- 
til they reached the cemetery and they 
then gave them up to see them placed 
upon the grave of the general they had 
followed through the war.

Long before the hour appointed for the 


“pervices at the state capitol, great crowds 


surged about the statehouse vieing with 
each other for the privilege of getting 
within hearing of the prominent speakers 
assemtied to do honor to General Gor- 


‘ don. 


The floor of the house of representa- 
tives, where the service were held yes- 
terday, was one of the largest gatherings 
of prominent Georgians. Governors of 
adjoining sfates, ex-governors of Geor- 
gia, mayors of many cities throughout 
the state, members of the _ legislature, 
citizens and soldiers were present, The 
entire house was draped with the black 
and white of mourning, in which were 
intermingled with the red, white and 
blue of the union. 

But perhaps it was’ the little group 
of old battle flags carried by the defend- 
ers of the old confederacy, which gave 
to the services a touch of the much- 
loved past in which General Gordon 
was one of the foremost figures as a 
moulder of history. 

What the speakers had to say, stand- 
ing before the draped portrait of General 
Lee, will be reproduced at least In part., 
But the feeling that surged within their 
breasts is a form of loving, heart-felt ora- 
tory that cannot be transcribed.

The services opened with a prayer by 
the Rev, Dr. T, P, Cleveland, chaplain 
of the United Confederate veterans of 
Georgia. As the venerable old chaplain 
invoked a blessing upon all those gath- 
ered to honor the memory of General 
John B. Gordon, his voice trembled again 
and again with an emotion that could 
not be completely controlled, and as like 
one of the patriarchs of old, he re- 
ferred to coming reunions which should 
know his face no more, tears streamed 
down his cheeks, an added prayer of his 
heart to the divine petition of his spirit.

General Stephen Lee Speaks. 


The first speaker was General Stephen 
D. Lee. He said, in part: i? 

“Governor ~Terrell—My Friends: Gen- 
eral John B. Gordon at the time of his 
death was the most con@picuous and typi- 
cal confederate soldier living: the one of 
most distinguished personal valor. and the 
one nearest and dcarest to the hearts 
of his Hving comrades, At, the collapse 
of the corifederacy his services had mark- 
ed: him for higher rank and larger com- 

nd. He was an ideal soldier, and the 
idol of the troops he commanded, or was 
associated. with.. His imposing and mag- 
nificent soldierly bearing, coupled with his 
splendid ringing voice and magnetic ora- 
tory gave him: a God-given talent not 
equaled. or possessed by any other officer 
in either army—that of getwns in front 
of his. troops and in a few 
peals inspiring them almost to madness, 
amd being able to lead them into the 
very jaws of death. 

“Fie did his full duty in peace ae well 
as in war, and in his latter ‘year’, while 
as loyal to the tender memories of the 
confederate cause as the mast loyal, he, 
after restoring his alleglamoe, set an ex- 
ample of loyalty to our great reunited 
American nation. He virtually became

“His private Mfe was pure and spotiess, 
and an example”’to every American citi- 
zem. His devotion to his. wife and fam- 
ily was beautiful im the extreme. Ho 
always tried to make his wife the part- 
ner of his triumphs and popularity, as she 
had‘been his guardian angel when wound- 
ed or laid on beds of sickness, 

“He was an ‘all-round great man, a 
distinguished and valiant soldier, an emi- 
ment statesman, an author and griuat ora- 
tor, and a useful and puwblic-spirited citi- 
zen. I know of no man more beloved 
and popular among the people of the 
south, and, perhaps, he was more pop- 
ular at the north than any other southern 
man. 


General Evans Speaks. 


The address of Gemeral Evans was an 
eloquent eulogy of the dead. 

“There is an unutterable pathos im the 
impressive conditions of this memorable 
hour. The atmosphere of the south is 
charged with the pathetic thought and 
feeling of a great ple. The union’? 
sympathy exists today between all parts 

6ur country, while the still Hving sol- 
diers of the country wear the gray ashes 
of inexpressible grief. One man’s heroic 
life fills the thought of a nation and for 
one man’s death millions are expressing 
their sorrow. Only one man, but for 
that one.man there are praises that ex- 
pend the* tra es’ of language written 
and ,spoken by the choicest spirits of 
this ‘age, and the unspeakable eulogies 
which are felt by the hearts of the whole 
land are urging utterances {[n vain. Oné¢ 
name on all lips. one life in all minds, 
one man im all memory, but that man Is 
Gordon; yes, that man is Gorcon. 

‘He is the product of a period where 
inbred greatness had its opportunity to be 
born into active Hving form and to 
achieve greatness py sublime endeavor. 

‘T am not surprised by the demonstra- 
tions which the country makes of unil- 
versal admiration for the heroic features 
of’ his career, since he is now and wilt 
ever be a conspicuous ideal of heroism 
in all wars where men Of rare courage 
offer Mfe on the altar of patriotism. He 
was a leader of brave men Whose senti- 
ments and motivés were like his own, 
and the leader and the men were worthy 
of ore another. He led his command 
grandly in battle, and for this reason his 
heroic soldiers grandly followed his plume 
without considering the cost. I know of 
not one of the great southern generals 
in whem the officers and privates more 
implicitly _ cOnfided, more absolutely 
trusted, and more wmflinchingly follow- 
ed. He aroused daring by being him- 
self the most daring of all; he Inspired 
fortitude by eharing himself the hard- 
ships of war. He bore the chivairy of his 
command to that ‘last analysis of lib- 
erty, the blood of the brave,’ by pour- 
ing out his Own blood, and he held high 
resolve to make its last“ endeavor by 
himself leading the left wine of Lee's 
army nat Appcmettox after It had ‘fought 
to the frazzle.’ 

“T am glad he became a leader of 
public sentiment im the true paths of 
peace amd good will throughout our re- 
united country without a word oer act 
that denied his confederate life. He 
strung the Mghts of peace along the 


shore which are guiding the bewildered, 


sections: into a safe harbor of mutual 
regard and a happy ‘union of hearts and 
hards’ in bearing our country to truly 
filustrious grtatness. 

“I have spoken of my Own distingulsh- 
Iyhave spoken of him 
with whom I served in those campaigns 
and tattles wher) ne won distinction that 
will never die. We were as brothers in 
counsel, and brothers in battle. We 
fought together and prayed together, and 
held together to the bitter end at Ap- 
pomattox. We will meet our Christian 
hero together when God shall be pleased 
to hid us to the coming reunion in heey- 


en. 
Judge Jones Was Affected. 


The next epeaker was Hon. Thomas G. 
Jones, of Montgomery, Ala., a major 
upon the war time staff of General Gor- 
don, an ex-governor of Alabama, and 
now judge of the United States court for 
the northern and middle districts of Ala- 
bama, His yoice was ringing with 
earnestness yet trembling with emotion 
when he faced the throng in the: house 
of representatives in response to the 
graceful and ‘complimentary introductory 
speech of Governor Terrell, 

Judge Jones said in part: ; 

“T can scarcely restrain .the emotions 
that come to my heart si they “do ‘to 
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yours as I address you upon this occa: 
sion. I have loved General Gordon as a 
man should love his father, and you have 
loved him too. | 

‘You all remember, doubtless, how the 
people crowded around the great defeated 
leader some years ago when he traveled 
through the south and how they tried 
to heal the wounds that the war had 
left. At Savannah, after all was over, 
President Davis and General Gordon bade 
each other farewell. Thinking it was 4 
scene too sacred for me, I left the car, 


ing. 
upon the shoulders of General Gordon, 
and I heard him say: ‘Gordon, it is worth 
while to have suffered a great deal to 
have known such a man &s you.’ 

“At another time when the snow was 
falling and one of the battles was im- 
minent General Lee rode to the tent of 
|} General Gordon, and as he was leaving, 
said: ‘General, do you think you can 
hold them back?’ 

“Gordon replied: ‘Don’t worry about 
that; I know we can.’ 

“And the great Lee shook hands with 
him and in parting said: «éeneral, it {fs 
such a comfort to be with you.’ 

“General Evans mentioned that clarion 
voice of his. I may be pardoned for re- 
calling an occasion when it was not raised 
in battle, but was lifted to calm the fears 
of women and children. That was prob- 
ably the only time that a general was 
applauded when he withdrew his troops 
from a city of the enemy, but when 
Gordon was leaving this Pennsvivania 
town the women looked from their win- 
dows and clapping their hands called *» 
him: ‘God bless you, General.’ 

‘Tt was at York. When we entered 
the town the women were afraid. Gen- 
eral Gordon, that true gentleman who 
deapised oppression and cruelty, walked 
into a house where the ladies were gath- 
ered in a sewing society. 

‘May I not call you my sisters,’ hs 
said. ‘You are doing what you can for 
vour sons and brothers who are at tho 
front, and you do right. I do not think 
there is a man in Gordon's army who 
would disturb you. YI promise you that 
if one soldier of my brigade harms or 
insults one worthy woman of your town 
the sun shall not go down before he 
dies.’ "’ 

In concluding Judge Jones said: 

“This man helonged not to Atlanta, 
not to Georgia, not to the south, nt to 
America, but to the whole world, because 
he wae a grand and noble and generous 
and doving man, and we could not have 
done hetter than meet here today to 
honor his memory.” 


Governor Heyward’s Eulogy. 

Hon. D. C. Heyward, governor of South 
Carolina, delivered what was probably 
the most eloquent of the eulogies heard 
in the hall of the house of representatives 
yesterday. He swayed the audience with 
the fire of his eloquence and the boldness 
of his oratory. 

He said: 

“The heart of South Carolina goes out 
today to Georgia and to the south, be- 
cause of the death of the distinguished 
soldier who has fought his last fight and 
won his last great victory. We &re here 
a delegation sent by my state, represent- 
ing every department of the state govern- 
ment, to say to the people of Georgia that 
we mourn with them the death of John 
B. Gordon. We who loved and honored 
him are here to place _ wreath upon his 
bier, and from grateful hearts to pay 
him loving tribute. 

“Tt has not been long since his bright 
sword had ceased to flash in air, that 
he saw there was work to be done in 
South Carolina. Over in our State we 
were battling for home rule, for white 
supremacy, struggling for the very pres- 
ervation of our civilisation. The odds, 
the times, and even fate itself, aeemed 
against us. We had rallied around our 
great leader, Wade Hampton—we had 
placed our all in. his .keeping—and then 
it was that your Gordon camie and stood 
by Hampton. 

“Brave and peerless Gordon! He has 
gone from us awhile, beyond the reach 
of our voloes, but he can never go beyond 
the reach of our love, He has joined 
kindred spirits in the great beyond, 
where are gathered now so many of his 
comrades who wore the confederate gray, 

“As. a great general of the southern 
confederacy, a8 g0vernor and United 
States genator of the grand old State of 
Georgia; as a-patriot, a caitigen and a 
man, John ‘B, rdon atood always for 
tryth and right. In his loyal he there 
‘was mo room for aught that was not 
brave and noble. We stand before his 
bier today with hearts chastened with 
sorrow, but with hearts quickened with 
pride because of the record he hag left

FORMER PASTOR TOLD

Presbytertan church, their tranquil, 
impressive simplicity, were all that 
the family and friends of General Gordon 
could have wished. 

There was no impassioned oratory, no 
press of people, no pomp and circum- 
Stance: only flowers and sunlight stream- 
ing in through stained glass windows 
and the fam@ly and friends gathered 
about the form asleep in the coffin for 
a quiet hour of prayer.

“ These services were to have commenc- 


ed at dhe noon hour, but the speakers 
at the capitol consumed more than the 
allotted time and the casket was brought 
to the church more than a ‘half-hour 
late, 

A great concourse had gathered round 
the front of the capitol, in Washington 
street and before the church, but the 
military kept open a lane leading from 
the entrance of the capitol .to the en- 
trance of the church, amd it was through 
this open way that the  pailbearers 
brought their burden after the public 
exercises were concluded. 

A very. few persons were in the audi- 
torium of the church when the voice of 
the organ, low and sweet, murmured 
through the silent church and the choir 
softly took up the hymn, “Lead, Kindly 
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‘Furnishers to please their customers, 
|Not so here. The men of this city won't

Gordon a really great patriot. It is 
not a large mind or a good heart that 
giories in being a fire-eater and i:- 
reconcilable. People are swept off 
their feet in the tremendous tidai¢ 
wave enthusiasms attending the last | 
resort in the defense of monumental 
principles of -government and ques- 
tions of political expediency, It is 
right, nay, it is the sd@ered obligation 
of citizenship, to offer one’s strength, 
fortune and life itself on the sacrifi- 
cial altar of country’ when the arbitra- 
ment of the sword alone can settie 
such vital matters for a nation’s weal 
or woe. This General Gordon did, and 
in this he was glorious. But after he 
laid down his honorable sword he did 
not nurse his vanquished country’s 
wrongs in an unforgiving, unforget- 
ting heart. He did not sulk in mock- 
herole melancholy or lend a ready ear 
to the smouldering passions of his 
people, as a time serving demagogue 
might have done to his selfish inter- 
est. He did not contribute toward 
making the self-reconstruction of the 
south impossible. 

No; he. became a_ reconstructor 
trough the spirit of compromise. He 
saw his beloved southland prostrate. 
He helped her to her feet again. He 
knew that his war-wasted section, by 
the bitter dictum of war, was virtu- 
ally a conquered province of the fed 
eral government, with the intent on 
the part of many among its conguer- 
| ers to make it a veritable subjugated 
satrapy. He did not meet this exas- 
perating menace with a guerrilla spir- 
it. He knew that the vast majority 
of the brave men who had opposed 
‘tim in arms, and tne real moral con- 

sciousness of the north, wanted noth- 
ing of this igaoble kind. He believed 
that the Machiavelians and looters 
were in the minority at Washington 
He knew that the northern people did 
not hate the southern people; that the 
southern people did not hate the 
northern people; that they only mis- 
He opposed 
hate with the new sense of fraternity; 
craft and force with reason and a dig- 
nified insistence upon human and 
constitutional rights. He won the re- 
spect of his late enemies by his man- 
ly, broad-minded, conciliatory atti- 
tude at a time when the salvation of 
the south depended upon leaders of 
that stamp, as he had won their re- 


war. He sacrificed not one whit of his 
honor to expediency. | 

It was such men as Gordon that 
made the “new south” possible, and 
fortunate it is for the south that they 
dominated her policies of rehabilita- 
tion after the war,in opposition to thé 
miscalled federal policy of recon- 
struction. A carpetbag, bayonet-sup- 
ported, negro suffrage regime could 
no more stand against the truth and 
righteousness exemplified by the Gor- 
dons who essk&yed the part of exalted 
citizenship in that great civic crisis, 
than miasmal mists can withstand the 
full rays of the sun. The post-bellum 
oppressors of the south fled like bats 
from the light of day, and the great 
present-day south was born. 

The John B. Gordons and Henry W. 
Gradys did not ta in the wake of 
public sentiment. They made public 
sentiment through, the persuasive 
tengue of reason directed to the bet- 
ter. natures of their countrymen. They 
could much easier have been dema- 
gogues and pandered to a too preva- 
dent mood. that boged no good to 

uthern progress. ‘They taught men

poses, as compiete a unity as if the 
civil war had never been. Such polit- 
ieal cleavage as there may be is more 
fanciful than real.

Widen Peachtree Road. 

_ A few months ago ‘The Constitution 
ealled editorial attention to the matter 
of widening Peachtree road to Buck- 
head, or rather to what is now more 
properly known as Atlanta Heights. 

This proposition has been discussed 
from time to time for several years, 
but no definite action has been taken. 

We call attention to a very interest- 
jing communication published else- 
where on this page from Mr. C. E. 
Caverly, a well-known business man 
of Atlanta, in which he discusses the 
importance of the movement, and ad- 
vises the convention of county com- 
missioners, district road commission- 
ers and overseers, which meets here 
tomorrow, to consider the question 
while there is yet time. If this mat- 
ter is postponed much longer, it will 
be found next to impossible to ob- 
tain, without large cost, the extra 
right of way needed to widen the road. 

In all probability it will not be many 
years, and perhaps not many months, 
before an electric car line will tra- 
verse this avenue, which even now is 
searcely wide enough to meet the de- 
rmaands of a much-used driveway. 

The Constitution hopes that this 
matter will be taken up by the au- 
thorities, .n connection with the prop- 


erty owners along the road, and that, 
something definite will be accomplish- 


ed before the end of another year. 
The Troubles of the Purists. 
Professor Lounsbury, of Yale, is do- 
ing his level best to convince his 
scholarly brethren that there is no 
concerted effort on foot to corrupt the 
English tongue, and that even if there 
were such an effort, the conspiracy 
would he a most dismal failure. But 
those who desire to make a hard and 
fast tongue out of a Hving language 
will not be assured by Professor 
Lounsbury; they will have their own 
way about it, and long after the pro- 
fessor has gone to his reward, we shall 
have with us the grammarians and 
verbal critics ready to protest against 
every new word, whether slang or not, 
that goes to increase the fluency and 
flexibility of our mother tongue. 
There has never been a time during 
the past two hundred years when 
taere has not been some one shivering 
in books, pamphlets and newspapers 
because the English language was in 
process of debasement. If English 
has been losing its purity, and like- 
wise its vigor, ever since the protests 
against corruption were begun, it 
must be in a sad state now.’ But the 
truth is that what the purists mistake 
for corruptions are merely signs of 
growth, for a language that is alive 
and vigorous must keep pace with the 
needs and demands of those who em- 
ploy it in their daily intercourse, 
It follows, as a matter of course, 


‘that those who have preserved in their 


speech the words and phrases that 
were current two hundred years ago. 
must be very much behind the times. 
This ig the fate of those who use what 
ia now called dialect. They are sup- 
posed to be uncultured and crude, and 
their speech has a comic element in it 
that appeals to those who are engaged 
in suppl¥ing the reading world with 
a surplus of fiction. The most of 
these providers of mild amusement 
have no idea that the language that 
appeals to their sense of the ludicrous 
was once and still is correct English, 
if it be measured by the standard of 
the purist. 

Professor Lounsbury calls attention 
t» the fact that the neuter pronoun 
“it” has been corrupted by the lop- 
ping off of its initial letter. ‘The pro- 


jmoun was once “hit,” and we see, or 


rather hear, its use exemplified every 
day in the speech of the negroes and 
those whom we regard as illiterate. 
Similarly, the words “holp” and “holp- 
en” are pure English, if all improve- 
ments are to be frowned on. When

of English, pure and undefiled,” the

and when the city, in turn, becomes 
cosmopolitan, they are wiped out al- 
together. Cosmopolitanism seems to 
mean the gathering together of vari- 
ous tribes of different tongues, bent 
ou earning a precarious living. Un- 
der such circumstances, urban life, 
save in favored spots, loses its beauty 
and its vigor, and the majority of its 
inhabitants incontinently settle down 
to scratching for a living, for compe- 
tition is everywhere pressing on the 
heels of men. 

The very fact that Atlanta, a pulsat- 
ing metropolis of business and trade, 
persists in retaining some of the feat- 
ures of a country town shows that the 
City has been set apart, as it were, 
among other cities. It is precisely

“So far as I can see, the relations of 
the two, powers regarding the dispute 
practically are unchafffed.

weeks,"’ 


EUROPEAN POWERS WILL 
TRY TO PREVENT CONFLICT 
Paris, January 1i4.—The intention > on 

the part of certain European powers to 
find means.to prevent the Russo-Jap- 
anese controversy drifting into actual 
war, as intimated in these dispatches 
yesterday, has begun-to assume definite 
proportions, though until today these 
means were confined to an exchange of 
views between the eabinets as to what 
eourse was desirable, and it can be 4as- 
serted positively that no tender of med- 
lation or good offices has yet been made 
to Jap#n or Russia since it is the ac- 
cepted view that a grave moment which 
would warrant representations .from the 
outside has not been reached. On the 
contrary, the official view here continues 
to expect a peaceful solution, without 
outside pressure. 

In the meantime the cabinets of Lon- 
don-and Paris have arrived at.a quite 
clear understanding as to what will be 
done if the eventuality of war becomes 
imminent. The form of the representa- 
tions will be that known in diplomatic 
usage as a tender of good offices. It 
consists mainly in giving friendly ad- 
vice for the maintenance of peace. 
-Fhroughout the exchange there has been 
a strong sentiment that the united infiu- 
ence «of Europe and- the United States 
shoulé give at leagt moral support to 
the effdrts to avert a conflict. The 
officta! opinion today continues to be 
that the parties themselves will succeed 
in averting a conflict.

‘Jumbo Clark Pays the Penalty 
- for Assault 


Negro Attacked 14-Year-Old White 
Girl] and Was Taken from the 
Officers While He Was 
Being Carried to the 
County Jail. 


Gainesyille, Fla., January !14.—A negro 
by the name of Jumbo Clark was lynche 
at High Spring this afternoon at 4 o’cloc<. 
Clark had criminally assaulted Miss Jes- 
sie Mizell, a 14-year-old girl, while she 
Was on her way to school. 

The matter was soon reported to the 
authorities and immediately there went 
a posse in search of the offender. He 
was captured 7 miles from High Springs. 
Clark was taken to High Springs and 
made to confront his victim, who identi- 
fied him. 

Officers left with the prisoner . for 
Gainesyille, the county seat, but they 
were overtaken 7 miles from the place 
and the prisoner was taken from them. 
He was hanged to an oak tree and his 
body riddled with bullets. There were 
fifty men in the mob and no masks were 
worn, though the lynching occurred in 
broad daylight.

Today a mob of negroes, 
composed of the dead man’s friends, went 
to Mosety’s house, seized him and carried 
him to‘ Snyder’s farm, neat.

Vicksturg, Miss., January 14.—News 
was received here today that Butch Riley, 
the negro who shot Dr. Cc. ©. MeMillan, 
near Tallulah, Tuesday night, wag ar- 
rested and placed in jail at Tallulah, but 
the sheriff was relieved of the negro by 
a strong mob -jast night and the negro 
lynched.

An amendment to the bill was adopted 
restricting the use of government horses 
and carriages to the president, his SECTe-» 
tary and cabinet officers. 

Mr. <. B. Landis, who proposed the 
amendment, said if the horses and car- 
riages now used by government officia 
were lined up on Pennsylvania avenue 
they would reach from thé Peace monu- 
ment to the white house. He said that 
unless congress fixed some limitation it 
would become a scandal. He added that 
it would be only a question of time until 
all those on the government pay roll ex- 
cept senators and representatives would 
be riding in carriages at government ey- 
pense.

privilege to go with General Gordon to 
that great reunion several years ago, 
which you all remember, and I sat near 
him on the platform when he delivered 
his speech expressing a wish to resign 
his high place among the Confederate 
Veterans and I ‘witnessed that almost 
painful wave of enthusiasm in which 
the great audience rose aS one man, 
shouting: ‘Never. No one but Gordon.’ 
Afterwards he said to me: ‘There is no 
living man worthy of the honor they 
have done me; I felt humbled to the 
dust.’ 

“Now he has gone to that greater re- 
union, yet we know that in hig life 
there was much like that of the Nazarene 
and we are not afraid for him.”’ 

Rev. John William Jones, of Rich- 
mond, Va., chaplain general of the 
United Confederate Veterans, then pro- 
nounced the benediction and while the 
choir sang ‘Just as I Am”’ the pallbearers 
took up their burden and slowly bore it 
to the sunshine outdoors and laid it in 
the waiting hearse. 

After the pallbearers the family left the 
church and after the family the distin- 
guished men, the veterans and general 
public. One by one the carriages drove up 
and received their occupants and the 
various divisions of the procession took 
their places for the march to the ceme- 
tery, where the last sad act of the drama 
of‘death was to be performed. 


SAVANNAH, GA. 

Savannah, Ga., January !4.—Honor was 
done the memory of Gordon in Savannah 
gdoday, the Independent Presbyterian 
church being crowded by those who 
gathered to pay the last tribute of re- 
spect. There was a general suspension 
of business from |! to |!

Governor of South Carolina, Who 
Delivered an Eulogy on General 
Gordon. 
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awaits the last consignment to ts kin- 
dred dust. The bugle ‘taps’ are waiting 
and the soldier-citizen wrapped in the 
mantle of his people’s praises, is gath- 
ered to his last repose. 

“It is well worth living and well worth 
dying to say farewell like this. 

“As we stand here amid the pulsing ten- 
derness of this inspiring scene; as we 
listen here to the touching tributes of 
eloquence paid by noble gentlemen to this 
chivalric life—here where the muffled 
drums throb reverence and the vaulted 
arches echo  praise—here where the 
thronged aisles are tearful, and the flow- 
ers, defying winter, breathe their per- 
fumed incense to the soldier's name— 
there comes to every noble heart the as- 
piration: ‘May I die the death of the 
patriot, and may my last end be like 
his!’ 

“IT think that our Georgia has never 
had a funeral] like the sweet and _ sol- 
emn pageant of today. It is the sponta- 
neous tribute to a citizen-soldier from 
a people who under their thM crust of 
materialism, are as great and noble as 
himself. The capacity to appreciate high 
things argues somewhere within us the 
possession of those great qualities which 
we idealize in death. 

“His martial cumrades have told us 
the gallant story of our hero's life. On 
the living canvas of their loving speech 
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GOVERNOR W. 8. JENNINGS, 


Of Florida, Who Spoke at the Pub- 
lic Exercises. 
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we have seen his service limned in all 
his great campaigns. We have seen him 
win his spurs at Seven Pines. We have 
thrilled with his splendid dash at Mal- 
vern Hill. We have watched him, bullet- 
pierced and bleeding, ride with five 
wounds to the Sharpsburg trenches where 
his own heroic helpmeet followed him un- 
flinching oyer the harvest of the slain. 
We have heard his saber’s ring through 
the death revel of Chancellorsville! We 
have seen him on the ‘Twelfth of May’ 
seize the bridle reign of Robert E. Lee, 
and with one gallant pledge to his great 
commander, rush to that glorgus retrieve 
at Spottsylvania, We have followed him 
through the tangled thickets of ‘The WIl- 
derness,’ and over the carnage blasted 
heights of Gettysburg, to that final trage- 
dy at Appomattox. where, having led the 
last charge Sf the lost confederacy, he 
sheathed his dauntless and _= stainless 
sword and took his place in history as 
the ideal soldier, the beau sabreur of 
Dixie—the last and knightliest of the Pa- 
ladins of Lee. 

“It is my privilege to tell you, from per- 
sonal association in kindred lines, that 
General Gordon’s closing years were set 
to the service of a reunited country. His 
last days were a benediction. The soldier 
hero had no trace of antagonism to his 
former foes. He shot out all of his bit- 
terness In battle, and, like his Great Com- 
mander, gave his finab energies to ths 
healing of the wounds his shining sword 
hag made. He was the evangel of frater- 
nity. He was the apostle of good will 
There were other men who spoke as fer- 
vently, and some, perhaps, as eloquently; 
but the messages that come to this fun- 
eral chamber laden with the love and ten- 
derness of the northern camps, assure us 
that the voice potential and the uniting 
words come from the reconstructed sol- 
dier, with the record of a dauntless in- 
tegrity in his life, and an epic poem writ- 
ted by a federal saber on his cheek. 

“And surely where Robert Lee has epok- 
en peace, and John B. Gordon has preach- 
ed fraternity, the broken host of the con- 
federate veterans, and the greater com-

Governor W, 8. Jennings, of Florida, 
made one of the speeches that caused 
tears to fall from the eyes of the vet- 
erans and others who were present in 
the hall of the hotse of representatives.

“The man who lies in his casket in 
the rotunda of this capitol died in my 
state. On many a blood-drenched field 
his voice rang out in tones whose ac- 
cents caused his men to do deeds that 
had otherwise been impossible of ac- 
complishment. They followed him as they 
would have followed no other mortal, 
saving always the immortal Lee. 

But in peace as in war his star shone 
undimmed. He led his people in war, 
on the deadly fleld, and then he led them 
in the ways of peace. 

To Gordon more thar to any other man 
the kindly feeling of the north toward 
the south today is due. Fraternal union 
was his idea always, and his speeches 
and his evident sincerity called the north 
to that view. 

“ff you take me. you must take my 
people,’’ was his unvaryine response to 
the great number of cordial receptions 
that he received fn that section of the 
union, and he was taken at his word.

MOTHER TRIED 
«FOR MURDER 


——— 


Mrs; Bethel Faces Jury Ac- 
cused of Killing 
Mabel. 


Allentown, Pa., January 14.—After con- 
suming almost the entire day in select- 
ing a jury, the trial of Mrs, Catherine 
Bechtel on .he charge of being an ac- 
cessory after the fact in the murder of 
her daughter Mabel is now fairly under 
way. The entire panel of sixty talesmen 
was exhausted an dthe court was forced 
to call upon citizens among the spectators 
to fill the jury box. Three witnesses were 
called before court adjourned for the day. 
Their testimony brought out nothing that 
would tend to prove the commonwealth’s 
contention. 

Judge Trexler today discharged all the 
jurors not engaged in the present case. 
This would indicate that the trial of Mrs. 
Bechtel‘s daughter and two sons on the 
charge of complicity will go over until 
April. It is not unlikely that in the event 
of Mrs. Bechtel‘s acquittal charges 
against them will be droppe., During the 
empanelling of the jury Mrs. Bechtel, 
overcome by her emotions, gave way to 
a violent fit‘of weeping and was led from 
the court room. Her break-down was 
caused by reference to the suicide of her 
son, which followed his arrest for al- 
leged complicity in the murder of his sis- 
ter. 

Assistant Prosecutor Lutz, in his open- 
ing statement, said the commonwealth 
would show that there was a quarrel in 
the house on Sunday night, October 25, 
that Mabel Bechtel was struck down by 
her brother Thomas; that .he body was 
hidden for two nights and one day and 
tht ‘the ged mother aided and abetted 
in the concealment. He asked the jury 
for a ‘verdict against the accused mother 
of being an accessory after the murder. 

The first ‘two witnesses testified to the 
finding of "the body of the girl in the 
alley early on the morning of Tuesday, 
October 27, 

Mrs, Maggie Miller, a next-door neigh- 
bor to the Bechtel family, proved a good 
witness for the defense, although called 
by the commonwealth.’ She testified to 
Bechtel home on the morning Miss Pech- 
tel’s body was found, 

He had heard the Bechtel’s dogs bark- 
ing furiously about midnight on Monday, 
confirming Mrs. Bechtel’s statement made 
on the day the tragedy was discovered. 
Awakened by Mrs. Bechtei’s heart-rend- 
ing cries that morning, Mrs, Miller hur- 
ried to the Bechtel home, where she 
found Mrs, Bechtel hysterica] and moan- 
ing her daughter’s name. 

Mrs, Bechtel told the witness that as 
She opened the cellar door to get her 
washing machine in the underground al- 
ley she stumbled over her daughter's 
body. Mrs, Bechtel said: 

“If sM@ ig dead I shall go crazy.” 
Charles Bechte] and the witness had to 
carry her to her home, where she moan- 
ed and cried for her daughter. 

The witness said she saw Mrs. Bechtel 
several times on Monday. She did not 
seem to be laboring under excitement nor 
did she appear to be hiding a secret. 
Late in the day she saw her sitting at 
the parlow window sewing.

Prison Commission Declines 
Commute Sentence of Slayer 


of Policeman. 

John Harris, colored, saver of Police- 
man Hans Drasbach, will be hanged’ in 
the Tower today between the hours of 10 
and |! o'clock. 

The last step in en effort to save the 
neck of Harris was taken last night, 
when Attorney S. C. Crane appeared be- 
fore the state prison commission and 
made # plea for the commutation of the 
sentence to life imprisonment. After Mr. 
Crane had presented the grounds for the 
appeal the commission acted adversely 
and will this morning recommend to Gov- 
ernor Terrell that the sentence be not 
commuted, 

An application was Made to Governor 
Terrell yesterday for a respite, but this 
was refused by the chief executive. The 
petition for a commutation of sentence 
was filed with the prison commission yes- 
terday morning. Attorney Crane has 
made a vigoroug fight to save his client 
from the gallows, and has taken the case 
through every channel provided by the 
law of the state, ' 

All preparations at the Tower for the 
execution have been completed, The gal- 
lows, on the top floor of the prison, has 
been tested and the rope fastened to the 
cross beam. Swung to the end of the 
rope is a big bag of sand, weighing about 
200 pounds, used as a test. The death 
watch wus placed over the prigoner last 
night. 

Harris has made the statement to Rev. 
J. 3. Goodwin, the jail chaplain, that he 
expected to be hanged and that he is 
ready to die, Yesterday afternoon the 
prisoner was given a bath and new 
clothing throughout, which he donned 
and will wear today on the gallows. 
Harris is’ confined in a cell in murderers’ 
row next to the gallows room, which cell 
he has occupied since his arrest. Harris 
stabbed and killed Policeman Drasbach in 
a Decatur street saloon on Saturday 
night, October 3, last. The jail officials 
state that Harris has been a good prison- 
er and has given them no trouble what- 
ever.
